11 A Wedgwood and Bentley blue jasper Plaque of Apollo in 
profile to sinister, 24in., mark impressed; six miniature black basalted 
Medallions, marks Wedgwood & Bentley impressed; ten others, three 
marked Wedgwood; two slightly larger Plaques; a small Widow Figure; 
five faceted black basaltes Fob Seals; and four rare Greenwood Medal- 
lions, three in caneware, the other in black basaltes inscribed ‘ Take 
Heed Don,’ marks S. Greenwood impressed (29) 


12 A WEDGWOOD BLUE JASPER DOUBLE-HANDLED VASE of urn 
shape, the body with five Muses in white relief between continuous bands 
of foliage, the neck with swags of fruiting vine, 133in.

21 Ties. Twenty-six Lambeth Delft blue and white Tiles decorated 
with various scenes within a circular medallion including biblical scenes, 
a shepherd with a lamb and a windmill; and seven manganese Tiles also 
decorated with biblical scenes in circular medallions, 5in. (33) 


22 Two Liverpool Delft blue and white rectangular Flower 
Holders, one decorated with two ships coming into harbour, the other 
with a sampan and chinoiserie decoration; and a Staffordshire. pottery 
Group of the Vicar and Moses, 10in.
